the gas producer and combustion en- 
gine. This is the more probable since 
the structural and operative difficulties 
■ncountered in the early attempts to 
(Bake large gas engines have been prac- 
tically overcome and gas engines In 
imits as large as 3.000 horsepower are 
■nccessfully built and operated. 

Apart from the fact that the gas en- 
gine uses the heat twice as efficiently 
mm the steam engine in the conversion 
of the latent energy of the fuel Into 
useful work, It has ulso the still greater 
advantage of ottering the possibility of 
utilizing fuels of tow grade unsulted 
for use In the boiler furnace.

Air Brushes Used In Decoration of 
Wall Paper and Fabrics. 

There are now in use in French fac- 
tories several types of air brush with 
which liquid pigments of all sorts, from 
alcoholic solution* of aniline dyes to 
the thickest oil palnte, can be satisfac- 
torily applied. Decorators and photo- 
graph retouchers use a very small ap- 
paratus, which works easily and per- 
fectly In either the vertical or the hori- 
zontal position. The accessories In 
dude a compressing air pump, which 
Is operated by the foot; a compressed 
air reservoir and a pressure gauge. 
The reservoir having been charged to 
the requisite pressure, the air brush is

grasped With the right hand like a 
pencil, with the forefinger resting on 
the button which controls the air and 
efflux valve*, mid the hopper Is filled 
with liquid color.

The size of the Jet is regu- 
lated by drawing back the button more 
or less and thus opening to a corre- 
sponding extent the orifice of efflux.

Nearly All the Crop Has Been 
Brought in And is Ready 
For Market. 



While the sales of tobacco last 
week showed a falling off from the 
week before, prices realized were 
good all along the line. The sales at 
the Association salesroom amounted 
to 63 hogshea ds and were made up 
of both leaf and lugs. Prices for 
lugs ranged from $7 to $10.50 and 
from $10.50 to $13 for leaf. Nearly 
all of the crop lias been delivered 
and association receipts were only 
about fifty hogsheads. The sales- 
man for the Society of Equity re- 
ports the sale of sixteen hogsheads 
of the weed, ['rices ranged from $7 
to $12 and were very satisfactory, 
being fully up to the Equity sched- 
ule. The growing crop is reported 
to be very irregular in the size of 
the plants, with a full proportion of 
small tobacco, which has not grown 
off well. Rains of the past few days 
have been of much benefit to the 
crop, however,

THE FREAKISH WIND. 

Prank* It Ha* Played With Smoka, 
Duit and Grain. 

During a volcanic eruption in the 
Hawaiian Islands the smoke rose to 
a height of between five and six 
miles and then drifted nwny to the 
northeast. At a distance of GOO 
miles it settled on the surface of 
the sea and was then carried back 
by the northeast wind to its place 
of origin, where it arrived a fort- 
night after its original departure 
and covered the entire group of is- 
lands with its heavy pall. 

Not long ago a steamer was on 
her way along the north African 
coast from Asia to England and had 
entered the Galita channel between 
the island of that name and the 
coast of Tunis when a fine dust be- 
gan to darken the air and soon 
afterward to fall on deck. Some of 
this dust was collected and subject- 
ed to chemical analysis in Europe. 
Its constituents proved that it had 
been carried high in the air from 
the Sahara desert and had finally 
dropped into the Mediterranean. 

More extraordinary still was a 
dust shower that fell in Hungary 
some years ago. Analysis showed 
that this dust was identical with the 
sediment of the Nile. The dust 
was believed to have been brought 
by the wind all the way from Egypt, 
a pretty long journey for a shower 
of that description to accomplish. 

It must have been a high wind 
indeed that brought a shower of 
wheat on one occasion to the vil- 
lagers in a place on the southern 
coast of Spain. The wheat fell like 
rain. There were so many witnesses 
of the occurrence that it was impos- 
sible to doubt that it had appeared. 
But for some months it could not be 
accounted for. 

Then came the other side of the 
story. It was learned that shortly 
before this fall of wheat some farm- 
ers near the northern coast of Mo- 
rocco had been thrashing wheat 
with flails when suddenly a tornado 
swept over the groun* and carried 
all the wheat and chaff on the 
thrashing cloth into the air. The 
cloth was swept away by the storm, 
and the farmers fell to the ground, 
but were not injured. When the 
storm had passed they were horri- 
fied at discovering that the result 
of their labors had totally disap- 
peared. There seemed little doubt 
that the wheat that fell in Spain 
was that which' belonged to the Mo- 
roccan farmers. It had been blown 
clear across the Mediterranean.— 
Pittsburg Post.
